Washington, Dec. 20—Coal of high 
quality is of such widespread oc 
currence in this country, and so 
accessible to most fuel consumers 
that mention of the word "peat' 
means little in the United States 
other than memories of its use in 
Europe. 
However, according to 


publication of the 
United States 
geological survey, peat occurs wide 
ly in this country and is a valuable 
commodity. 


The United States contains 12,000 
square miles of unused peat lands 
the survey declares, or an area 
more than ten times that of Rhode 
Island, which is capable of yield 
ing 14 billion tons of fuel at a cost 
of $1.50 to $5 per ton. These de 
posits are found on the surface and 
lie in the New England, Atlantic 
coast and Great Lakes states, most 
ly remote from coal mines. A bul 
letin issued by the geological sur 
vey points out thousands of such 
deposits, owned by farmers 
and 
other land-owners. 


Fifty million tons of peat are used 
it is suitable also as a fertilizer and 
annually in Europe, it was said, but 
in promoting intensive growth oi 
truck crops, both In greenhouse ant 
in open field. Manufacturers of 
commercial fertilizers pay as much 
as $10 per ton for good peat, it was 
added. The present output Is about 
JOO.OOO tons annually. 
In some 


parts of the country the yearly pro- 
ceeds from the intensive culture of 
peat and muck soH for lettuce, cel- 
ery and onions amounts to more 
than $300 an acre. 


However, it was pointed out by 
officials of both the surrey and the 
department of apriculture/the value 
of peat as a fertilizer by itwlf in not 
high, the peat toeing used as a filter 
or bofly for th© manufactured or 
mixed fertilizer.

An inquiry disclosed that all three 
had been jacked up while founda- 
tions -were continued down to the 
solid rock, and that since the al- 
teration was made there has been 
no further settling.

The clay deposits above the rock, 
on the other hand, are subject to 
a slight slipping movement. 


Workmen -who dug the 60 miles 


of freight subway under the loop 
streets found that blue clay had 
about the consistency of -well work- 
ed putty, and that It was imposs- 
ible to handle it by any ordinary 
methods. They finallv solved the 
problem to equiplng steel ends 
three feet long with handles, like a 
cross-cut saw.

With the scars of bullet and knife 
wounds on their bodies, three BUT- 
vivors of the Herrin riots testified 
today at the trial of five men in 
connection with the 
killing of 


twenty non-union men last June. 
They were Joseph O'Rourke, William 
Cairns and Robert Officer. 


William Cairns, the second surviv- 
or of the Herrin riots to testify at 
the trial, took the witness stand 
today. He pointed out Otis Clark aa 
one of the two men he had seen 
with C. K. McDowell, superintendent 
of the mine and said Clark had a 
gun in his hand. 


"Then we marched on and I heard 
one shout: 'Hugh Willis Is comln'" 
the witness continued. Willis is an 
official of the miners union, "We 
marched on until we came to a barb 
wire fence with four or five strands 
and some one shouted 'all men with 
guns line up to the right' and some 
one else shouted 'now, you fellows 
run' and the firing started. 
"I tried to climb through the fenee.x 


but fell with a load of buckshot in 
my body. A rifle bullet grazed my 
scalp. While I was lying there* I 
saw a blood covered wounded man 
leaning against a tree. A hig man 
with a gun came up and said to th« 
wounded man: 'You great big — — 
— can't we kill you?' and fired into 
his body." The witness then pointed, 
to Peter Hiller, one of the defend- 
ants as the man who fired the shot 
"Then I saw another man fire a * 
shot into the body of John 
Shoe- 


maker, assistant superintendent ol 
the mine as he lay wounded on the 
ground," the witnessed continued. 
Three men with guns came up to 
Shoemaker and one said: 'Here's that 
machine gunner' and put a gun 
to his head, blew It off." Carns said 
that a crowd had then found he was 
alive and subjected him to all kinds 
of abuse for an hour when Sheriff 
Thaxton of Williamson county came 
up with other men and removed him 
to a hospital.

THE CHUISTMAS CIA'US. 


Twelve years ago the idea of the so called Christmas club was started 


Probably not many people thought then that it would amount to much 
It was organized to promote the thrift idea. 


Yet people were not urged to save the money accumulated under this 


plan by regular bank deposits. They were urged to lay aside the money 
so that by another Christmas they would have an ample fund which could 
be used to buy the things they wanted. 


It was believed that once people found that they could save money, 


the habit of laying aside a proportion of their income would become fixed. 
Thus the plau would indirectly promote thrift. The man who found he 
could save to buy the article of furniture he wanted, might conclude that 
he could save to secure a reserve in the bank. 


The scheme has grown and grown, until during- the year 1922 the 


vast sum of ?190.000,000 has been accumulated in these clubs. Here in 
Newark the amount paid back to Christmas club members this month 
exceeded $300,000. It has taken constant self denial for people to roll up 
this big sum. It seems too bad for these folks to fail to get the full re- 
sults of their sacrifice. If they spend all this money on things they im- 
mediately desire, it does not help to solve their life problems. They would 
gain more if they would deposit a considerable part of their savings in 
the banks. Of course the first thing they should do is to pay any debts 
they may have. 


People do not obtain comfort and security unless they acquire some 


reserve of money. The only way to get it is to make it a regular habit 
to save some portion of one's income. A multitude of Christmas club 
people have proved that it can be done in many cases by even those who 
have small incomes. 
There are some people who spend money just as 


fast as they have any in their pockets. The Christmas club movement 
has helped break that habit. Newark has proved it. 


AUTOMOBILES AND CHILDREN. 


Many children are being killed and injured by automobiles. It is a 


big problem, with motor traffic as it is, how to protect them. Teachers 
and parents try to train them to be cautious, but some youngsters always 
will be heedless. 


Warning signs for drivers accomplish a good deal. It is customary 


In many localities to put up signs as "School. 
Drive Carefully." 
Some 


places will take such a notice, erect it on a standard, and put it in the 
center of the street where a driver must see it. Oak Park, Illinois, re- 
cently put up 50 signs, each reading, "Don't Kill a Child." Some time 
ago the Xewark Rotary club erected suitable signs near all of the local 
school houses. 


It is a terrible thing- for an automobile to run over a child. A driver 


who does it, if he has any sensitiveness at all, -will be haunted for a long 
time by the horror of it. The way to avoid such an experience, is to 
run so sIo-Biy past children that even if they do some heedless thing, the 
car can be stopped in time to avoid accident.

Beat whites of eggs until stiff and 
lightly stir into the mixture. Add 
flavoring and bake in one pan 40 
minutes or in layers 30 minutes. 
In'baking a white cake it is best 
to have a. slow over at first, in- 
creasing heat gradually as

rises and browns slightly—then de- 
creasing the heat to finish baking.

ORDINANCE No. 3400. 


By J. J. STOCK. 
Regulating the erection of slaughter 


houses, etc , and providing for a 
permit for the operation of the 
same. 
Be it ordained by the Council of 


the Citv of Newark. State of Ohio: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for 


any person or persons, company or 
conoration 
to erect or 
construct 


within the corporate limits of the 
City of Newark, any building for the 
purpose of being used as a slaughter 
house, rendering establishment, soap 
factory or candle factory -without 
securing a permit according to law, 
or to canry on any such business in
